Ridley College completed its 79th season of football this 
year during which 225 boys participated on eight football teams 
in the Upper and Lower Schools. 

During our long football history many changes have occurred. 
The 1968 season saw for the first time the expansion of the 
traditional “Little Big Four” league to include Appleby and 
Lakefield Schools. The enlargement of the league proved to 
have the most desirable effect on the football team and _ the 
School. In past years the team prepared all season for the three 
games that counted and the School worked itself into a state of 
mass hysteria in preparation for L.B.F., then if “the team” lost 
one of these big games the season was considered a failure by 
School, players, coaches and Old Boys. This Fall we lost our 


opening league game to U.C.C. 24-16, but with the possibility 
that some other team might upset U.C.C. and four remaining 
games in our schedule, the team and the School continued to 
show a healthy and balanced interest in football throughout the 
duration of the season. The team ended up in second place in 
the league with a four and one record, but more important; I 
think that all parties concerned felt that it had been a successful 
football season. 

Another change that has occurred in Ridley football over the 
last few years is the abolition of compulsory football. Today in 
both the Upper and Lower School any boy may have the choice 
of playing soccer or football and in the Upper School, some 
boys also join the Harriers team during the Fall term. This 


innovation was pioneered in the Lower School and was adopted 
in the Upper School three years ago. Although compulsory 
football was also a Ridley tradition its termination has been in 
the best interests of the boys and the School. We are likely losing 
the odd good footballer because of this change, but on the other 
hand the football coaches are no longer spreading their talents 
thinly amongst the whole student body but are concentrating 
on the real football enthusiast. 


It is argued by some that all boys should play football 
because it “builds character”. It is doubtful that athletics build 
character, hence it must be more doubtful that one sport builds 
character any more than another. The sooner we dispel such 
myths the sooner we will arrive at an athletic programme 
that is in the best interests of the students and Ridley.

Life at Yale 


In September 1969, some five hundred girls will enter Yale 
College as her first co-eds. The eventual goal of the university 
is to reach a level of fiften hundred women while maintaining 
the present male enrollment of four thousand. This is obviously 
going to have a great effect on the life of the Yale under- 


graduate. However as all this is in the future, be it however 
near, comments concerning it are bound to be based on 
conjecture. Thus I shall try to avoid mention of this coming 


change, except in passing.

The addition of the girls to the campus will fulfill the one 
need of the Yale undergraduate that is presently unsatisfied. In 
every other aspect, the students enjoy every facility and oppor- 
tunity for a most pleasant and stimulating life. One of the 
main contributing factors in this is the college system. 

There are twelve of these residential colleges, each one 
enclosing a quadrangle or courtyard that greatly enhances the 
privacy and beauty of its college. Each is a self contained 
residence with its own dining hall, library, seminar rooms, 
recreational facilities for squash, basketball, ping-pong and pool, 
and a complete compliment of fifteen teams (in sports ranging 
from football to crew) that compete with the other colleges. 
These teams provide an excellent opportunity for those who 
haven't the time or the ability to play on one of the university 
teams. 

There are several other aspects of the college system that 
should be noted. The first deals with the fellows of the college. 
These are members of the faculty and the coaching staff who are 
elected to this position by their peers. Some actually live 
within the colleges; most partake in the activities of them. 
More importantly, most display considerable interest in the 
students of their college. 

Lastly, the colleges are a social unit. It is a considerable 
tribute to the college system that fraternities at Yale are a 
dying or at least a struggling concern. The great majority 
of students feel no need for them, finding that the friendships 
formed in the colleges, and the social life they build up around 
these are equal to any they could find in a fraternity. 

No matter what talents a student at Yale may have, he 
is sure to find some opportunity to develop them. For example, 
there is a daily newspaper run solely by students, and an 
AF-AM radio station that is also student run. Countless clubs 
are active, feeding a wide range of interests. One student I 
know has a consuming interest in vertebrate paleontology. He 
is currently in India with a Yale archaeology team. 

The Political Union brings a large number of controversial 
and important people to the campus to speak. New York’s 
Mayor John Lindsay, author Gore Vidal and Senator Phillip 
Hart (champion of the gun control bill) are three of the 
speakers scheduled for the second semester. In addition to 
speakers such as these, various organizations sponsor countless 
other speakers, less well known in some cases, but rarely 
less interesting. 

The Yale Film Society shows a large number of avant-garde 
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films as well as an occasional classic such as the Marx Brothers. 
Woolsey Hall houses a large number of concerts each year, 
ranging from the Boston Symphony Orchestra and Vladimir 
Horowitz to Jimmy Hendrix and Big Brother and the Holding 
Company. The gym is the world’s largest indoor sports complex; 
the library is the third largest in the United States. And so the 
list goes on. 

However, there is more to life at Yale than opportunities 
and facilities, pleasant surroundings and good times. There is 
something quite unique that is difficult to describe. The author 
of a recent article about Yale had this to say about it: “There

is a feeling of warmth which seems to pervade the atmosphere 


at Yale. People seem exceedingly friendly and open to one 
another. In a sense, there is a definite spirit about the school 
— not a naive, uninvolved, “rah-rah” type of spirit, but instead a 
strong feeling of mutual concern among students”. Later he 
writes: “The University offers the students an almost unrivalled 
amount of freedom, with a very bare minimum of rules. The 
University’s trust in its students seems symbolic of the general 
atmosphere of openness at Yale.” 

This unusual warmth and spirit, and the fortunate rapport 
among the administration, faculty and students are perhaps the 
greatest things that Yale has to offer, particularly as they are 
so rarely found at the university level. In the final analysis, 
the quality of a university and the life it has to offer the students 
depends not on the facilities but rather on the people who make 
up the school. Yale and her students are indeed fortunate in that 
they enjoy the best of both worlds.

Arthur Leonard Bishop 


Arthur Bishop died at his home in Toronto on 29 
eptember, 1968, at the age of seventy-three. We quote in 
part as follows from an editorial concerning him that appeared 
in THE ST. CATHARINES STANDARD a day or so later: 
Be a man who carved out a distinguished military career, 
followed it with an outstanding business and industrial career, 
and still had enough time to play a major role in a variety of 
public service fields . . . he leaves a record of service to others 
which is at once a monument to his own life, as well as an 
example to others to follow.”

Arthur was in the Lower School 
Upper until 1912, 
attained the rank of B.S.M. In 1915 he went overseas as a 
Lieutenant in the Middlesex regiment. He was wounded and 
mentioned-in-dispatches. Two years later, he was promoted to 
Captain and served with the British Military Mission to the 
Balkans, as a result of which he gained a Legion d’Honneur 
award. 

During his business career, Arthur was involved in  ship- 
building in Welland, Ontario, with Coniagas Mines, Limited, 
and Consumers’ Gas, in both of which companies he was presi- 
dent for many years. He was a director of a number of leading 
Canadian corporations, of the Canadian Red Cross Society for 
thirty years and of the Boy Scouts of Canada. 

Arthur joined the Board of Governors of Ridley in 1924, 
and he served as president from 1951 to 1963. His sons, 
Michael (42-47) and David (43-49), also attended Ridley. 
Throughout his busy and worthwhile life, Arthur gave great 
service to Ridley. We think of him as a man of proven 
ability and of strong convictions. At the same time, he showed 
kindly consideration for the problems of all of us at the School. 
As recently as last July, he took the trouble to send a cable 
of congratulations to the eight when they won their first race at 
the Henley Regatta. He will be deeply mourned by all connected 
with Ridley. 











John Grant Glassco 


Grant attended the Lower School in 1916-17 and continued 
in the Upper School to 1921, when he entered McGill University 
from Form VIB. He graduated from the latter with a B. Comm. 
degree and entered the auditing firm of McDonald, Currie and 
Company in 1926. Six years later he gained his C.A. and joined 
Clarkson, Gordon and Company, with which firm he remained 
until 1957, when he went with Brazilian Traction, Light and 
Power as Executive Vice-President. In 1963, he became 
President of Brazilian. Hz died at his home near Woodbridge, 
Ontario, on 20 September, 1968, at the age of sixty-three. 

These are the bare bones of the biography of a man whose 
name became a household word in the business and_ political 
life of Canada. He was a director of a dozen outstanding 
companies, a governor of the University of Toronto and a trustee 
of the Hospital for Sick Children. During the Second Great War, 
he was controller of d2 Haviland Aircraft of Canada, Limited, 
and he brought about a miraculous increase in the production of 
the famous Mosquito aircraft. In the 1950's he was largely 
responsible for the organization of the financing of the Trans- 





was chairman of 
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the Royal Commission on Government Organization, and the 
Glassco Report will long stand as a national memorial to his 
memory. 

Throughout his life, Grant maintained a close contact with 
Ridley, as President of the R.C.O.B.A. in 1937-38, as a member

of the Board of Governors since 1936, and as the father of 
Dick (45-50) and Bill (49-53). He was the brother of Meredith 
(20-27) and the late Hugh (31-36). He will be profoundly 
mourned by countless friends and admirers in the Ridley spec- 
trum, and his name will ever stand out in the School’s history.

Canadian Headmasters Association 


Headmasters Confer 


The Thirty-fourth Annual Conference of the Canadian 
Headmasters’ Association was held at Ridley from Sunday, 
November the 17th to the 20th, 1968. This was the second 
time in the history of our Association that we have held our 
Annual Conference in term time so that visiting Headmasters 
from all across Canada and the United States can see individual 
schools in action. 

The Headmasters were accommodated at the Holiday Inn 
and after an informal buffet supper on Sunday evening, attended 
Evening Chapel at which time the Rev. Canon John A. M. Bell, 
B.A., D.D., Headmaster Emeritus of Appleby College, was 
Guest Preacher. Ronald H. Perry (17), read the second lesson. 
Following a get-together at the NHeadmaster’s residence, the 
tired travellers returned to their Inn for the night. 

Monday morning began with Chapel, breakfast in the Great 
Hall, and then a lengthy business meeting in the Dean’s House 
eminar Room. After coffee in Mr. Heaman’s apartment, the 
Prefects conducted individual tours of the grounds, the buildings 
and the classrooms in action. Luncheon was served at the 
Headmaster’s residence, after which the group moved to the 
Matthews Library to hear a fine explanation given by Hugh 
A. Rapsey (27), on Long Range Planning. This meeting for 
many of the Headmasters proved to be the most beneficial 
as we were able to share our ideas, views and facts with the other 
Heads. Tea was served in Mr. Shipley’s residence. 

We re-assembled at the St. Catharines Club for dinner and 
our third meeting conducted by Dr. Vincent R. D’Oyley, 
Professor and Chairman of the Department of Measure and 
Evaluation of the Ontario Institute for Studies in Education. 
His subject was most interesting — “Can Measurement Improve 
the Learning Process?”, and provoked a good question and 
answer period.
